“It has been the aim of the board’ 
to do everything in its power to create 
for the American acceptance, that is 
doliar exchange, a dominating position 
in the world market. Present condi-. 
tions offer in this repsect a great Op- 
portunity. In widening somewhat the: 
tacilities of f€deral reserve banks in 
ueaiing with American bankers’ ac-' 
ceplanuces, Lne vuard 18 attempting to: 
give tne member watks a larger Oppor-'! 
Lunity ior developing their sphere of 
usefuiness in this respect. The United 
Slates shuuld now do what EHurope nas 
done for many generations for the 
United States, wnat 1s to say, the bank 
facilities of the United States should be 
used for the carrying of import and 
export transactions tor foreign coun- 
tries, just as much as Europe, up to 
now, carried by its acceptances the im- 
port and export transactions of the

May Facilitate Credit Loan. 


Members of the board said there is 
no connéction between the revision of 
the acceptance regulations and the visit 
of the Anglo-french commission to the 
United States to take up exchange 
problems with American bankers. 

It was pointed out tonighx, however, 
that the new acceptance regulations 
might facilitate the credit loan sought 
by the Anglo-French commission. The 
board has liberalized conditions so than 
foreign and American bankers may 
use a part of the resources of the fed- 
eral reserve system in taking care of 
purchases made here for exportation. 
Cn the last day the condition of the 
twelve reserve banks was published 
they had combined resources in gold in 
their vaults of aboux $209,000,000. If 
American bankers decided to extend 
credit by indorsing or accepting drafts 
on Europe they probably could rely on 
rediscounting these drafts with fed- 
eral reserve banks to the value of 
many millions. 


No Maximum Fixed. 


No regulation has been made by the 
board fixing a maximum sum or per- 
centage up to which reserve banks 
may inves: in this kind of paper and 
the only declaration of policy in this 
respect has been that the banks should 
consider not only .local demands, but 
also requirements in other districts 
and that they should “watch carefully 
the aewgregace amount” of acceptance 
held from time to time. 

Ii American bankers decide to ex- 
tend credit in this way the $209,000,000 
resources of the reserve banks could 
be more than doubled in working value 
if the banks or firms which rediscount 
the acceptances elected to take federal 
notes instead of book credits. 
The reserve act requires only a 40 per 
ecnt gold reserve against federar re- 
serve notes issued, so that in reality 
federal reserve notes amounting to 
more than $500,000,000 could be issued 
against existing federal reserve bank 
gold resources. The New York fed-

FOR HUGE BATTLESHIPS

Film men 


Washington, September  10.—Plans 
for two new battleships authorized by 
the last congress were signed today by 
Secretary Daniels. They will be the 
largest and mast powerful ever de- 
signed for the American navy, and, in 
addition to formidable main batteries 
of twelve 14-in¢h guns, will be pro- 
vided with new safeguards against 
torpedo attack and anti-air craft guns. 

While the navy department will not 
make public the nature of invention 
adopted to protect the dreadnaughts 
from torpedees, Secretary Daniels said 
lessons learned from the European war 
had been given careful consideration 
by navy experts. 

Bids will be opened November 17 for 
construction of the vessels. 

The ships will displace 32.000 tons. 
They will have four submerged tor- 
pedo tubes, secondary batteries of 
twenty-two 5-inch guns and four 3- 
inch rifles for repelling air attacks. 
The length will be 624 feet over all, 
breadth 97 feet 8 inches and draft 
feet. The cost of each vessel, exclasive 
of armor and armament, is limited to 
$7,800,000.

COUNTY AND CITY. 

Atlanta couldn’t begin to get along with- 
out the $400,000 or more worth of work 
which Fulton county gives annually to city 
streets, sewers and charities. The statement 
of Chairman S. B. Turman, of the county 
board, published today, carries amazing in- 
formation, showing the extent of the de- 
pendence of the city upon the forces and the 
county treasury. 

In that statement Chairman Turman 
makes reference to the recent editorial ex- 
pression of The Constitution, commending 
the splendid work of the county board the 
past twelve months. In that expression 
there was no intention whatever of throw- 
ing any personal bouquets. The Constitu- 
tion sought only to emphasize the possible 
efficiency of concentrated government, so 
well demonstrated in the results which the 
board attained. 

What the county has done for Atlanta 
and proposes to continue to do, is further 
and gratifying evidence of that efficiency. 
Municipal financial conditions are bad 
enough now, so far as essential public im- 
provements are concerned; without the as- 
sistance so well and so extensively rendered 
by the county there is ndt a question that 
the city would be swamped. 

The most gratifying element of all is 
that this extraordinary work has been done 
without the least taint or stain; without 
even the effort to promote personal political 
favor. Political wrangle and bickering 
have been wholly abolished from the board, 
composed as it is of a set of business men 
who have given to the county’s progress and 
advancement their time and energy without 
remuneration or hope of reward; without 
even the thanks of the community they 
have so well served. 

As typified in the Fulton county board 
and demonstrated in the results which it 
has attained, the value of properly organized 
and well defined concentrated government 
cannot be questioned. 


DR. DUMBA’S MISTAKE. 


We have no idea that. Dr. Constantin 
Dumba, Austrian ambassador to the United 
States, sought to give this country inten- 
tional offense in suggesting the calling of a 
strike of the Austro-Hungarian laborers in 
munitions factories here, because of certain 
phases of the laws of his own country. 

Dr. Dumba is unquestionably, according 
to press stories of him, a pleasant, well- 
intentioned gentleman, past middle life, 
who, in his overweening thought for the 
welfare of his own country, made the mis- 
take of concluding that what is not specific- 
ally forbidden by the laws of this country 
might be dealt with by the laws of Austria, 
so long as it affected only his own country- 
men. 

It is difficult for the representative of a 
monarchical power to appreciate the idea 
of the extent to which real liberty goes in 
this country; it seems difficult, also, for 
them to understand why the laws of their 
own countries should not follow their own 
subjects here or elsewhere. 

It is almost inconceivable that any for- 
eign ambassador should be unaware of the 
fact that an immigrant of whatever nation- 
ality, upon entering this country, becomes 
immediately subject both to its laws and its 
privileges. All that he can add to these 
privileges by taking the oath of a citizen 
is the right to vote and the protection of 
this country when he travels abroad. 

It is unfortunate that so genial a gentle- 
man as Dr. Dumba appears to be should be 
made the victim of the establishment and 
better understanding of this principle; but 
it was necessary that foreign governments 
be given to understand that their laws 
wherein they differ with those of the United 
States can have no weight or force in this 
country. 

Germany, more guarded in her methods, 
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‘has reached the point where her ideas of 
the enforcement of her own laws in other 
‘countries are similar to those entertained by 
the Austrian ambassador. The lesson will 
'no doubt be equally forceful with her. 
There is not one of the European na- 
tions which would permit for an instant 
similar interference With its own laws or 
internal business affairs; and upon the same 
| theory there is no reason why they should 
expect us to tolerate it. They have learned 
, that we will not. Doubtless there will be 
jae attempt at a repetition of the offense.

DEATH OF E. N. HANCOCK. 

Comparatively few Georgians knew El- 
mer N. Hancock, editor of The Savannah 
Morning News, who died suddenly in Sa- 
'vannah Thursday at the age of 71. And yet 
for thirty years or more he was one of the 
most forceful figures in the constructive 

progress of the state, particularly south 
' Georgia, which was his especial field. 

It is often the case that the men who 
serve best are least known. Mr. Hancock 
' was first and foremost an editor; he thought 
and lived as he wrote. Hehad no toleration 
for sham or pretense; always plain spoken, 
he said what he thought, based upon sound 
reason; and it was this outspoken fearless- 
ness that commanded respect and com- 
mendation for his paper wherever it was 
read. 

Mingling but little in public gatherings, 
because devoted to the editorial routine, he 
yet found opportunity for intercourse with 
men of business and great affairs that kept 
him thoroughly abreast the times. His one 
idea for work, early and late; and midnight 
always found him keeping the _ editorial 
columns right up with the day’s news and 
busily scanning proofs for errors that might 
accidentally creep into editorial assertion. 

A believer in Georgia and her people, Mr. 
Hancock worked unceasingly for their ma- 
terial and intellectual progress and advance- 
ment. But his own identity was submerged 
in that of the newspaper he served. Many 
people and many sections have been as- 
sisted and benefited through his able effort, 
recognizing the paper and not the editor as 
the primary factor. That is as he would 
have had it. He lived and was The Savan- 
nah Morning News. 


THE NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


One of the first important problems con- 
gress will have to consider when it con- 
venes is that of the national defense. The 
country at large is somewhat keenly alive 
to the importance of this question. But 
conservative opinion realizes that its im- 
portance consists almost as much in not 
going too far as in doing what really ought 
to be done. 

We agree neither with those who are 
holding up the bugbear of German and Japa- 
nese invasion in the effort to extract unnec- 


essary millions from the national treasury; 


nor with those who would find security be- 
hind the dove of peace, counselling disarma- 
ment. 

The New York World characterizes those 
who are trying to frighten congress into the 
expenditure of half a billion dollars or more 
upon army and navy, as “our most eminent 
cowards,” and their pictures of German and 
Japanese invasion as figments of “their 
weird imaginations.” The World declares: 


To say that the United States must 
immediately spend $500,000,000 on the 
navy and support an army of 1,000,000 
men is just as silly as to say that the 
country should learn no lesson what- 
ever in military defense from the war 
that has wrecked Europe. sSetween the 
lunatics and the fools, there is a broad 
plateau of sanity which we hope that 
the administration and congress will 
seize and occupy. In particular, we 
should like to see the navy equipped 
with battle-cruisers, destrovers and 
submarines to the end that its fight- 
ing efficiency, ton for ton, would be 
i100 per cent. But in the meantime we 
ean: think of nothing more ridiculous 
than the campaign of cowardice which 
the preparedness propaganda has un- 
dertaken in the hope of terrifying the 
country. It is doubly foolish because 
{t prejudices the cause of rational and 
sensible preparedness. Its advocates 
in demanding a preparedness that Is 
absurd are in danger of defeating the 
preparedness that is necessary. 


The proper solution of the problem is 
undoubtedly thus endangered. Public senti- 
ment has come to concede the necessity for 
and to desire a reasonable preparedness; 
but in the face of such demands as are now 
made by the one-time jingoes, silenced for 
the time by European bloodshed, there is 
danger of a reversal of opinion that might 
thwart even a conservative program. 

The important lesson of the European 
war to this country fs the remarkable de- 
velopment of the submarine. As a weapon 
of coast defense—and that is where our 
defense is chiefly needed—it has been 
proven it cannot be surpassed. 

With submarines strung along our coasts, 
eastern and western, hostile craft would be 
slow to approach to what would prove al- 
most certain destruction. 

This method of defense, the most effact- 
ive that has yet been devised, is within our 
reach at comparatively moderate cost. 
Thirty efficient seagoing submarines can be 
constructed at the cost of a single modern 
battleship which might be sunk by a single 
torpedo from a hostile undersea boat built 
to cross the Atlantic. 

If the war in Europe has proven any- 
thing, it has demonstrated beyund question 
the fact that it is upon the development and 
construction of the submarine that we need 
to first concentrate our energies. :

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County Board Chairman, 
S. B. Turman, Makes 


Interesting Statement 


Editor Constitution: I wish to thank you 
as well as to congratulate you on the com- 
plimentary editorial you had in your paper 
on the morning of September 8 I am not 
speaking so much from a personal side of 
the matter, but because I believe that your 
editorial will do much good toward stimu- 
lating both city and county officials who 
have and are striving honestly and earnestly, 
and probably in many instances at consid- 
erable personal sacrifice, to render efficient 
and conscientious service. 

Modesty forbids my taking to myself any 
great amount of credit for the successful 
management of the county’s affairs during the 
last few years, but from close observation 
and experience in the inner circle I do be- 
lieve that the affairs of the county, particu- 
larly the progressive improvements made 
during this year, the building of the new 
courthouse and the new alms house, to- 
gether with the commencement of the build- 
ing for colored boys near the river, have 
been handled well and, from a_ business 
Standpoint, successfully. Considering the 
fact that the enormous amount of work done, 
including the new buildings, trunk sewer 
work, building and maintenance of the high- 
way bridges, the grading, widening and pav- 
ing of the principal roads and streets in the 
city and outside, has been done without any 
Srounds for criticism as to unreasonable cost, 
that the county has been involved in no liti- 
Sation, no damage suits (that is worth men- 
tioning), and that the county is or will be 
entirely out of debt before the end of this 
year, the taxpayers are to be congratulated 
and ought to be satisfied. 

It is unfortunate, but true, that very few 
people have any conception of the enormous 
amount of work that has been done, because 
few people know or are familiar with the 
scope of the county’s work and the expendi- 
ture of labor or money. 

The county pays all expenses of the dif- 
ferent divisions of the county courts; con- 
tributing something like $40,000 to $60,000 
per year to charities, including the alms 
house, the two reformatories, Home for In- 
corrigible Women, the Associated Charities, 
old soldiers (outside of the Soldiers’ home) 
and the various city charities, such as Home 
for the Friendless, Incurables, Carrie Steele 
orphanage, Old Women’s’ home, Florence 
Crittenton and other institutions, maintains 
and equips the county police force, helping 
to build and maintain the tuberculosis sani- 
tarium at Battle Hill, the juvenile court, 
probation officers, feeding and caring for all 
jail prisoners and other city and county in- 
stitutions and public works. 

The county also contributes cash to the 
city of Atlanta in addition to labor for widen- 
ing streets, such as Peachtree’s bottle neck, 
25,000, and labor in handling such jobs as 
Ivy, Whitehall, Luckie, North Forsyth, West 
North avenue and other streets; paying for 
and furnishing all stationery and furniture 
for all the courthouse departments. 

It has long been my opinion that if the 
taxpayers had brought to their attention the 
full scope of work and burdens borne by the 
county and administered through the board 
of county commissioners, considering as a 
result of these expenditures the rapid devel- 
opment in the way of public improvements 
throughout the city and county, that they 
would not begrudge the payment of the in- 
crease in tax levy for the last three years 
and would realize that the development in the 
streets, roads, sewer and water system (the 
county having dug the last city reservoir), 
played an important part in the upbuilding 
and maintenance of Fulton county, and real- 
ize more fully the relation of the board to 
the progress made. 

I have further belief that if the people 
would lend their hearty co-operation and 
backing to the public officials, while in of- 
fice, it would enable the offcials to be more 
efficient and accomplish even better re- 
sults. I am sure your timely editorial will 
do much good, far beyond the mere question 
of the fact that it was complimentary to the 
commissioners, 5S. B. TURMAN,

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“The Suffrage—Why Not?” 


(From Colltler’s Weekly.) 

Four of our extreme eastern states—New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetts—will vote this fall on proposed con- 
stitutional amendments granting to women 
the right of suffrage. New Jersey's election 
will be held in October, the vote in the other 
states being cast at their regular November 
elections. it is perhaps too much to expect 
that these states will all vote in favor of 
suffrage, and yet there seems not much doubt 
of the final result. Many of those opposed 
to woman suffrage today are of that class 
which formerly opposed all suffrage except 
that based on property qualifications. When 
men come to realize that suffrage is not a 
natural but an acquired political right, and 
that women were formerly considered in- 
eligible because they were unfitted to bear 
arms, and because in mental capacity and 
equipment women were considered inferior 
to men, they cannot longer consistently hesi- 
tate to allow them a share in political privi- 
leges. There are too many physical incom- 
petents who are already voters, and _ the 
progress of women in all departments has 
long since laid the ghost of their intellectual 
incapacity. Politics is becoming more and 
more a matter of humanity and of civie and 
domestic economy, and the arguments against 
woman suffrage are becoming leaner and 
more archaic year by year. “No reason on 
earth,” said the late Speaker Reed, “can be 
given by those who claim suffrage as a right 
of manhood which does not make it a right 
of womanhood also.” Lincoln, Greeley, 
Phillips, Curtis, Beecher and other leaders of 
their time were of like mind. It is merely a 
case of self-preservation when politicians 
expert in sordid politics are against the 
political activities of women—as they usually 
are. California was one of the last states to 
grant woman suffrage, and Governor Johnson 
says that, were the question to be again 
submitted, the vote in its fayor 
overwhelming.

DOCTORS AND DRUGGISTS TO HELP 
GOV ERNMENT IN FIGHT ON DRUGS 


e 

At a joint meeting of the members of the 
Fulton County Medical society and the drug- 
gists of the city last night at the chamber 
of commerce steps were taken to co-operate 
with the United States government officials 
to enforce the law against the sale of nar- 
cotics and to cure those addicted to the use 
of drugs. 

A committee of seven was appointed 
prepare a plan whereby the law be 
idiv enforced in the city and county and the 
victims of drugs can be cured and helped to 
remain. so. The committee, appointed on 
motion of Dr. O. O. Fannin, is as follows: 

Drs. J. M. Brawner and Cheston King, 
physicians; Drs. E. H. Cone and W. S. Elkin, 
Jr., druggists; Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city health 
officer; Dr. LL L. Froneberger, special United 
States agent; A. QO. Blalock, United States 
revenue collector. 

Praises City Hospital. 
Froneberger made a report on the 
city’s hospital for drug habitues and stated 
that it was doing a great work. He said 
that there were now sixty patients and ina 
few davs the number would reach 200. In 
two weeks several of the patients would be 
discharged as cured. 

“The question arises,” he said, “what is to 
become of those who are cured and who may 
be tempted to go back to the habit? We 
must do something to get the physicians from 
prescribing the drugs and to prevent the 
durggists from filling the prescriptions.” 

Dr. Brawner said the majority of the drug 
victims can be speedily cured and the ques- 
tion was how to keep them cured. 

“We meet with two classes,” he sald, 
“those who can be cured and those who are 
incurable. We must keep the drug from 
those who are cured and take steps to see 
that the incurable get only what they actually 
need of the-drug.”

Dr. Fannin said he feared that the fellow 
who needed talking to was not present, as 
he was the Kkttle druggist and physician who 
did not belong to the association. 

Binlock Makes Talk. 

Mr. Blalock made a talk, in which he 
called upon those present to wipé out the 
drug evil in the city by practical means. He 
said that no doctor ought to pre-

“With honest, true and moral public sen- 
timent behind us,” he said, “we can enforce 
the law.” 

Dr. King stated that about 35 per cent 
of the drug users were either nhvsicians and 
their wives or druggists and their wives. 

“And I will add,” he said, “that fully 60 
per cent of the drug evil is due to the care- 
lessness of physicians in giving “prescrip- 
tions. Take paregoric, why that drug is ag 
bad as morphine.” 

Dr. Elkin replied by saving that druggists 
could limit the sale of paregorie to 10-cent 
bottles to each purchaser. 

Dr. Kennedy spoke of the eoo0d work 
Atlanta was doing with its hospital and said. 
that the hospital was already a great success, 

Dr. KE. C. Cartiedge said that physicians 
could do away with the use of morphine in 
their practice if they wished to and that there 
Were other drugs that would alleviate pain 
Which ought to be used,
